be doing with even larger numbers. 


HOW WOULD YOU LIKE TO BE A PART OF THE CHOIR? 
Persons interested in joining either choir are asked to speak to the 


choir director any Sunday morning or before choir rehearsals. 


Of the choir the Rev. Joseph Wittkofski writes: 
"the vitality of a parish can often be sensed in its choir. In the worship 
of the Church, the choir plays an important liturgical function. These 
singers . . . not only lead the congregation in the praise of God, but 
they also aid to induce the mood for the elevation of the mind and 


heart to God. 


Attendance at choir practice can be bothersome and tedious but, 
if each member keeps in mind the personal service to God, the burden 
will lighten itself. In the proper liturgical setting, the words sung during 
the divine worship will actually re-echo the praise of God throughout 


the Universe.

Never was there a time in human 
history when parents had such a grave responsibility to array their 
children in the ''full armor of faith.”

In 1965 the Altar Guild purchased three new fair linens—a Glaston- 
bury thorn design in memory of Mrs. Rittenhouse, a nativity design in 
memory of Mrs. Croft and a resurrection. design in memory of the 
Faithful Departed. All of the women of St. Mark's are invited to be-

THE SERVERS AND ACOLYTES GUILD: 

The guild is made up of the young men of the parish who assist the 
Clergy at the services. Membership is by the invitation of the Rector 
and all confirmed boys are invited to inquire about membership. The 
Guild meets once a month for training as announced and after the 
9:30 service the last Sunday of the month in the Assistant's office to

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Highlights of the Year - 1965 °

Each autumn as the year book goes to press we look down the 
corridor of time and recall the events of days past. 1965 was a year 
crowded with activities at St. Mark's and each, we pray, helped in 


some way to bring us closer to God. 


We were reminded of the reason for our existence as a parish, on 
October 4, 1965 when Bishop De Witt made his official visit to the 
parish. He met with the Vestry at two o'clock. The men were informed 
and inspired by his informal remarks to them. The Bishop then preached 
at a four o'clock Evening Prayer Service. This was followed by a lovely 
reception where the Bishop was able to talk with us in a leisurely, 


friendly fashion. The memory of the Bishop's visit is treasured by St. 
Mark's. 


Another highlight was the celebration of the twentieth anniversary 
of our Rector, Dean Fischer. A banque! was held in the parish house 
auditorium on the evening of May 4, 1965. It was a happy occasion 
for it was the opportunity for members of St. Mark's Church to express, 
as a group, and individually, the gratitude and affection we have for 
our Rector and Mrs. Fischer. Bishop De Witt and Canon Long were 
wiih us. The Reverend Robert Back was the speaker of the evening. 
His topic was "Beginnings," and we enjoyed reviewing with him some 
of the accomplishments our Rector has made in the parish, the Con- 


vocation of Germantown, and the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


A Highlight earlier in the year was the ordination to the Priesthood 
of our Assistant, the Reverend Paul C. Morrison. This took place on 
January 9 and we rejoiced with Mr. Morrison, his mother, his wife and 


daughters in this honor and blessing that had come to him. 


On February 15, 1965 the Churchmen's League provided an interest- 
ing and inspiring evening for us by having Miss Katharine Chambers 
relate to us her experiences in the Congo. She told of the work of 
the African Inland Mission and how she and her missionary friends 
escaped over the border, minutes before the rebel troops destroyed 


the mission.

Our bazaar, parish dinners, church school session, parish picnic, 
annual meeting, celebration of Holy Days, routine meetings of our 


organizations filled the year. 


Through these activities, marked by fellowship and corporate en- 
deavor, we have, we pray, attained richer and fuller Christian lives. 
In order to be ready to start the new year off, St. Mark's sponsored 
a preaching mission by Mr. Robert B. Doing in September. During the 
three day mission he helped to bring the meaning of Christian living 
into clearer focus for many at St. Mark's. Mr. Doing, a layman and a 
full time lay preacher, helped to remind us that every year should 


bring us nearer the Kingdom of God. 


A NOTE ABOUT THE NATIONAL CHURCH'S 
STATISTICAL SURVEY OF OUR DIOCESE AND OUR PARISH: 


The Diocesan Survey began in 1955 was completed in November 
1956. The survey involved every Parish, Mission and Institution in the 
Diocese. The purpose of the survey was to take a long look at the 
make up of the Church in the Diocese and to raise certain question 


about her function as a Redemp:ive Body of which Christ is the head. 


The answers which have been received are very critical but most 
challenging. Much can be gained by the Diocese and our own Church 
if we hear what the survey has to say, to try to the best of our ability 
to bridge the gap between what we ought to be doing as a Redemptive 


Society and what we are doing. 


The problems which face the Diocese are not made easy by the 
diversities which are found in our many Churches. The varieties are due 
to a long historical tradition. But in spite of the differences there is a 
need for a team effort; a sense of unity as we deal with the tremen- 


dous needs of our Church. 


The needs fall under five headings; Stewardship, Christian Education 
of Adults, Lay Evangelism and Special attention to older members, 
strengthening of our Convocational System.
